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Colin Powell Says No To 
Presidency And Yes To 
Republican Party

General Colin Pov^ell recently an- 
nounced to waiting Americans that 
he won't run for the nation's top 
office or any office in 1996. 

"I have spent long hours talking 
with my wife and children, the most 
important people in my life, about the 
impact an entry into political life would 
have on us," Powell said at a press 
conference in Alexandria, VA. "It would 
require sacrifices and changes in our 
lives that would be difficult for us to 
make at this time. The welfare of my 
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family had to be uppermost in my 
mind." 

Powell went on to say that he did 
not think he had the passion and 
commitment needed to run. 

"To offer myself as a candidate for 
President requires a commitment and 
a passion to run the race and to suc- 
ceed in the quest; the kind of passion 
and the kind of commitment that I 
felt every day of my 35 years as a sol- 
dier," Powell said. "A passion and 
commitment, that despite my every 
effort, I do not yet have for political 
life, because such a life requires a 
calling that I do not yet hear." 

Powell did not rule out running in 
the future. 

"The future is the future," he said. 
Powell did announce that he had 
joined the Republican Party and would 
"try to assist the party in broadening 
its appeal." 

At the press conference, Powell 



was joined by his wife Alma, who 
said her fears for Powell's safety did 
not play a part in his decision not to 
run. She also said she supported the 
decision. 

"It was one that we reached to- 
gether as a team as we have for 33 
years, and I am very supportive," Mrs. 
Powell said. 

Powell concluded by reiterating 
his thanks for his supporters and his 
admiration for the nation. 

"Finally, let me say how honored I 
am that so many of you thought me 
worthy of your support," he said. "It 
says more about America than it 
says about me. In one generation, we 
have moved from denying a Black 
man service at a limch counter to 
elevating one to the highest military 
office in the nation and to being a 
serious contender for the presidency. 
This is a magnificent country, and I 
am proud to be one of its sons."

City Of Gary, Indiana 
Elects First White 
Mayor In 28 Years 

In a landslide victory, Democrat 
Scott King recently was elected as 
the first White mayor in 28 years of 
predominately Black Gary, IN. 

King received more than 23,000 
votes. His nearest opponent, inde- 
pendent candidate Marion Williams 
garnered approximately 5,500 votes. 
King was the only White in the 
race. The other three candidates, 
Williams, Republican Diane Ross 
Boswell and independent Reverend 

A defense attorney and co-owner of a 
private firm, Mayor-elect Scott King has 
never held public office before.

McCraney are Black. 

"Let's just remember this election 
is about all of us moving forward 
together," King said during his vic- 
tory speech. "It's not about race." 

In 1967, Richard Hatcher became 
Gary's first Black mayor, beginning 
a chain of Black leadership of the 
city. The current mayor, Thomas V. 
Barnes, decided not to seek re-elec- 
tion, but he had urged citizens to 
support Williams. 

Gary has a population of 120,000 
with Blacks making up 90 percent of 
that number. 

King is an attorney who has 
never held pubHc office. He said his 
promise to "run the city like a busi- 
ness," and to end the "old-fashioned 
poUtical patronage approach" helped 
him win the election. He also said 
people chose to vote for him in much 
the same way they chose him as a 
defense attorney. 

"There are 10 percent of African- 
American people who hire me be- 
cause I'm White. They say. The 



judge is White, the prosecutor is 
White, the jury is White — I need my 
own White guy on my side.' 

"There are 10 percent of people 
who decide not to hire me because 
I'm White. But 80 percent m£ike 
their decision on their assessment of 
my ability." 

King said he planned to attack 
crime immediately. In 1993, Gary 
had the most murders-per-capita in 
the nation. 

"All of us — rich, poor; yoimg, old; 
men, women; Black, White, are im- 
ited as victims of crime," King said 
in a written statement. "We are sim- 
ilarly imited in oiu* desire to solve 
the problems of crime. Every law 
abiding citizen reacts to the daily 
reports of murders, drug deals, car 
thefts, rapes and robberies with one 
thought: Someone has got to do 
something about crime in Gary." 

The mayor-elect said he would 
establish a special mayor's council on 
crime to find solutions for decreasing 
crime. Members fi'om the private and

governmental sectors will serve on 
the special council and the mayor 
will be the chairman. The mayor said 
he wants to use the council to make 
an immediate impact. 

"From this process, I will formu- 
late and put into action Gary's attack 
on crime, utilizing every means at 
the City's disposal from both the 
public and private sector," King said 
about the council. "It is my go£d that 
this council provide a vehicle to give 
every man, woman and child an op- 
portunity to be part of our imited 



front against crime in Gary." 

In addition to the council on crime, 
King said hell set up similar coun- 
cils to address economic development 
and city services. 

King is married to Irene Smith- 
King. They have two daughters and 
one son. 

King has said: "Gary's a lot more 
to me than a political opportunity. 
This happens to be where I Uve and 
where my kids go to school." 

Mayor-elect King will take the 
oath of office on January 1.

bly speaker was considered one of the 
most powerful Black politicians in 
the coimtry, won 34 percent of the 
votes and Jordan won 31 percent. 

"This is the race we were looking 
for," said the 61-year-old Brown, who, 
if elected, would be the city's first 
Black mayor. "I want to stuff this 
turkey by Thanksgiving." 

After the votes were tabulated, for- 
mer federal housing official Roberta 
Achtenberg, who won 27 percent of 
the vote, endorsed Brown's candidacy. 
A leader in the gay community, Acht- 



enberg said she felt the city would "be 
best served, in my view, by seeking to 
move Frank Jordan aside and uniting 
behind Mr. Brown." 

Among those Blacks who did not 
do well at the polls were former 
Fayette, Mississippi, Mayor Charles 
Evers, brother of slain civil rights 
leader Medger Evers. In a surprise 
defeat, Evers lost in his bid to become 
the first Black Republican elected to 
the state legislature since the 1800s. 
Fellow Black Republican Jim Terry 
also lost in his campaign to gain a 
seat in the Mississippi Statehouse.

A Black cartoonist Ollie Harrington was 
renowned for his ever-popular, soulful car- 
toon character Bootsie. 

Pioneering Black cartoonist, Oli- 
ver "Ollie" Harrington, best known 
for the 1930s comic character Boot- 
sie, recently died at his home in Ber- 
lin. He was 84. 

Harrington began his career as a 
cartoonist during a time when few 
Blacks were entering the profession. 
His interest in cartooning began as a 
young boy in school when he drew 
caricatures of a teacher he consid- 
ered a bigot. 

A graduate of Yale University, Har- 



National Academy of Design. 

Bootsie, the cartoon Harrington bec- 
ame best known for, was created in 
1936. A cartoon of a Black man he 
described in a 1964 book as "a jolly, 
rather well-fed but soulful charac- 
ter," Bootsie was developed when Har- 
rington was hired as a temporary 
cartoonist at The Amsterdam News 
in New York City. 

The cartoon appeared in The Pitts- 
burgh Courier and many other news- 
papers. 

His criticism of what he called 
nationwide apathy about legislation 
against lynching came under ques- 
tioning from the FBI during the 
McCarthy era. Eventually, Harring- 
ton left the United States and lived 
for some years in Paris where he was 
part of a group of Black American 
expatriates which included authors 
Richard Wright and Chester Himes. 
During his years abroad, he wrote 
articles for American periodicals. 

In 1961, Harrington moved to what 
was formerly East Berlin, where he 
lived until his death. 

The late internationally acclaimed 
writer-poet Langston Hughes, a friend 
of Harrington's, once described him 
as America's most popular Black car- 
toonist and a first-rate social satirist. 

Harrington is survived by his wife, 
the former Helga Richter, a son, Oliver 
W. Jr. of Berlin, and a sister, Eartha- 
line Willigimson of Bronx, NY.

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Transsexual Says She Was Fired After Fayetteville

A resident adviser for a women's 
dorm at Fayetteville (NC) State Uni- 
versity says she was fired after 
school officials discovered she was 
once a man. 

Sharon Franklin Brown, the resi- 
dent adviser, was bom male with the 
birthname Franklin Brown; how- 
ever, she said she had been taking 
female hormones and dressing as a 
woman for seven years and wishes to 
be referred to as a female. 

"I'm a pre-op transsexual. I take 
female hormones. I haven't had the 
operation but I plan to," Brown told 
Jet. 

Brown, 29, says when she tried to 
switch from a temporary position as 
a resident adviser to a permanent 
position, administrators learned of 
her past when her social security 
number came back with her birth 
name. 

University officials at the North 
Carolina-based imiversity couldn't say 
much as to why Brown was dismissed. 

"State law precludes our releas- 
ing information about current or for- 
mer employees. We can give informa- 
tion but it's very minimal," Lauren 
Burgess, associate vice chancellor 
for university relations at the col- 
lege, told Jet. 

Administrators concluded Brown 
was released due to being unable to 
satisfy requirements of the job 
because she lied on her application

and misrepresented herself as a 
woman, according to the Charlotte 
Observer.

not found out." 

Iris Hunt-Smith, director of stu- 
dent housing and Brown's former 
supervisor, said she was one of the 
best residence directors she ever had. 

"She was an excellent residence 
director. She was doing a good job so 



I was very sad to see her go," said 
Himt-Smith. 

Brown plans to speak to gay, les- 
bian and bisexual organizations at 
various xmiversities regarding her 
firing. She's already spoken at Duke 
University and the University of 
North Carolina at Chapel Hill.

Sony/ATV Music Publishing will 
include all of the current and future 
music pubhshing interests of both 
parties. 

The Sony catalog includes songs 
by such Sony recording artists as 
Mariah Carey, Sade, Bob Dylan and 
Neil Diamond. 



Jackson's music catalog includes 
such Beatles tunes as Come Together ^ 
We Can Work It Out, Hey Jude and 
Yesterday. 

Jackson's own songs were not 
included in the deal, Sony said. 

Jackson said in a press statement: 
"The merging of ATV with Sony estab- 
lishes our commitment to create one of 
the largest music publishing ventures 
in the world. We have been working 
on this for over a year and, now, with 
the two of us together, the sky is our 
only limit." 

Jackson denied rumors that he 
made the merger deal with Sony be- 
cause he is having financial problems 
during an interview with USA Today. 
"This acquistion had nothing to do 
with needing funds," Jackson said. "It's 
just a great move, a corporate, entre- 
preneurial thing to do. It's smart busi- 
ness. It's about growth. Everything in 
life to me is about growth." 

Michael P. Schulhof, president and 
CEO, Sony Corporation of America, 
said: "Michael Jackson is not only the 
most successful entertainer in history; 
he is also an astute businessman. 
Michael understands the importance of 
copyrights and the role they play in the 
introduction of new technologies. In 
joining us for this new venture, Michael 
recognizes Sony's leadership in devel- 
oping and realizing new technologies 
that serve to expand the creative hori- 
zons of artists such as himself" 

Sony Music Entertainment Presi- 
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dent Tommy Mottola, who is married 
to Grammy Award winner Mariah 
Carey, said, "Today, Sony Music takes 
its rightful place once again as a major 
force in music publishing. Copyrights 
and songs are the foundation of every- 
thing in our entire industry." 

He added, "To have Michael Jack- 
son's song catalogues joined with ours 
will enable both Sony Music and 
Michael Jackson to aggressively build 
on a publishing portfolio filled with 
songs that are acknowledged as the 
cornerstones of popular music today." 

Sony said its new catalog will be 



the third biggest in music publish- 
ing. The largest is Time Warner Inc.'s 
Wamer-Chappell, followed by EMI 
Music Publishing, according to news 
reports. Music publishing catalogs 
generate revenues through compact 
disc and tape sales and recorded and 
live performances. 

Jackson bought ATV in 1985 for 
about $47.5 million. Other bidders 
at the time included ex-Beatle Paul 
McCartney. 

Financial terms of the new ven- 
ture were not publicly disclosed at 
Jet press time.

Blacks Accompany President Clinton To 
Israeli Prime Minister Rabin's Funeral 



Four Black leaders were among the 
entourage of 76 guests that President 
Bill Clinton personally selected to ac- 
company him to the recent funeral 
services for slain Israeli Prime Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Rabin in the Middle 
East. 

Traveling with the President and 
the first lady to Jerusalem for the 
funeral services for the Israeli leader 
were: U.S. Secretary of Commerce 
Ron Brown, Rep. Donald Payne, 
chair of the Congressional Black 
Caucus, John Lewis, the former civil 
rights figure who has become one of 
the leading exponents for peace on 
Capitol Hill and Rev. Henry Lyons, 
the new president of the National 
Baptist Convention. 

At the services, a teary-eyed Presi- 
dent Clinton remarked that the Israeli 
leader, "lived as a soldier and died as a 
soldier for peace." 

Later, Clinton told the silent audi- 
ence: "I believe it is time for all of us 
to come out openly and to speak about 
peace, not just here today, but for all 



the times to come." 

Among the mourners were Egypt- 
ian President Hosni Mubarak and 
Jordan's King Hussein. Both vowed 
to carry on the quest for peace begun 
by Rabin. 

Also among the global leaders 
who made the trip to mourn Rabin 
were former U.S. Presidents Jimmy 
Carter and George Bush. 

New York state Comptroller H. 
Carl McCall, the first Black elected to 
a statewide post, was a member of 
the delegation led by New York Gov- 
ernor Greorge E. Pataki. 

A military officer who spent his 
entire life developing resources for 
his country and people in the Middle 
East, Rabin, 73, in the sunset of his 
life, tried to turn his country toward 
peace in dealing with his Arab neigh- 
bors. 

The shifi: was bitterly opposed by 
a new class of Israeli extremists. He 
was killed in a Tel Aviv square by 
yoimg law student Yigal Amir dur- 
ing a peace rally, shot fatally at close

Brovms Plan Move To Baltimore Next Year 



After nearly a half century of play- 
ing in Cleveland, the Cleveland 
Browns will be packing up and mov- 
ing to Bzdtimore following the 1995 
season. 

The announcement about the move 
was made recently by Browns owner 
Art Modell and Maryland Governor 
Parris Glendening at Camden Yards 
ballpark. 

"I have a signed contract in my 
hand," said a very happy Glendening 
at the news conference. "The Browns 
are coming to Baltimore! We are stand- 
ing on the very spot where in less than 
three short years, 70,000 fans will be 
cheering for the Baltimore Browns." 

The plan is to have the team play at 
an improved Memorial Stadium for 
two years, then move to a state-funded, 
$200 milUon, 70,000-seat stadium next 



to Oriole Park at Camden Yards. 

The Browns reportedly signed a 
rent-free, 30-year lease for the soon- 
to-be-built stadiimi. 

Modell, who was criticized by Cleve- 
land fans for leaving, will need at least 
23 of the National Football League's 30 
franchise owners to approve the move 
during an owners meeting in January. 

In the event that he does not get 
the approval of the other owners, 
Modell, who has owned the team since 
1961, has the option of taking the mat- 
ter to court. 

The city of Cleveland is also pursu- 
ing ways to stop Modell from moving 
the team. At Jet press time, Cleve- 
land Mayor Michael White was grant- 
ed a temporary restraining order, 
which stopped the move until a full 
hearing in late November. 
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Rockies' Baylor Named 
National League 
Manaser Off Year 

After only three years on the 
job, Colorado Rockies Manager Don 
Baylor has been voted the National 
League's top manager by the Baseball 
Writers Association of America. He 
was the only manager named on all 
of the 28 baUots. He received 19 first- 
place votes and nine second-place 
votes. 

This year Baylor, 46, led Colorado 
to a 77-67 record and to the playoffs, 
which marks the quickest rise to the 
playoffs by an expansion team. 

Baylor, a retired player, had tried 
for several years to join the manage- 
rial ranks of baseball.

Why Sexual Assault Is The Most Rapidly 
Growing Crime in The Nation 





A Dr. Lonnie Bristow, president of the American Medical Association, said sexual assault 
is rampant because many of the victims are afraid to step forward and seek help. Dr. Julia 
Hare agreed, noting that many victims believe they have done something to deserve abuse. 

Sexual assault is the most rapidly 
growing violent crime in the na- 
tion, according to the American Med- 
ical Association (AMA). 

AMA President Dr. Lonnie Bris- 



tow says, "Sexual assault is a 'silent- 
violent epidemic' growing at alarm- 
ing rates and traumatizing the women 
and children of our nation. 

He adds that the reason for the 
growth is: "This crime is shrouded in 
silence caused by unfair social m)i;hs 
and biases that incriminate victims 
rather than offenders. These myths 
push victims into the shadows, 
afraid to step forward and seek help 
from their physicians." 

The National Victim Center re- 
ports more than 700,000 women are 



raped or sexually assaulted annually. 

Every 45 seconds a woman is sex- 
ually assaulted. And children repre- 
sent the largest group of sexual as- 
sault victims. A 1992 report estimated 
that 61 percent of sexual assault vic- 
tims are under age 18. 

Dr. Julia Hare, noted social psy- 
chologist who authored How to Find 
and Keep a BMW (Black Man Work- 
ing), told Jet several things may lead 
to violence in relationships. For a 
male abuser it could be a mid-life cri- 
sis, loss of employment or other per- 
sonal issues. 

"Rather than them looking at self 
or taking it out on whatever has caus- 
ed that stress, they strike out at the 
person closest to them," she said.

A. Atlanta Police Department Maj. Ruth 
Price said sexual assault is being reported 
more because it's getting media attention. 

A "ghetto mentality" also exists 
with some men who believe that 
wives or girlfriends think they are 
non-existent unless they are "going 
upside their head." 

Many times during therapy, Dr. 
Hare said she can track violence in 
relationships back to the childhood 
of either the victim or the abuser. 
Children may witness their mothers 
being beaten and come to believe that 
it is acceptable. 

Most women abusers are guilty of 
mentally abusing their male part- 
ners. While most women cannot phys- 
ically overpower a man, "he does not 
have the articulate quality of her 
tongue," Dr. Hare explained. 

The American Academy of Pedi- 
atrics estimates that about 5 percent 
of sexual assaults are perpetrated 
against male victims. 

Many victims are no longer keep- 
ing this haunting crime in the closet. 
They are reporting their offenders to 
proper authorities or to someone they 



can trust. 

Dr. Hare said more women are 
speaking out about domestic vio- 
lence because it is more socially ac- 
ceptable to do so. However many 
women still hide their abuse because 
they feel like they have done some- 
thing to deserve it. 

"I always tell them you never do 
anything to deserve a black eye," she 
added. 

It is generally accepted that less 
than 50 percent of total rapes are 
reported, but it's more rare for men 
to tell someone they have been abused, 
Dr. Hare revealed. 

Major Ruth Price, commander of 
a new domestic violence unit in the 
Atlanta PoUce Department, told Jet 
that one reason family violence is 
being reported more is because more 
media attention has been brought to it. 

"A lot of it came from the O.J. 
Simpson trial," she said. "The media 
brought attention to it and people 
started saying we're not going to tol- 
erate it." 

Judge Clinton Deveaux, chief judge 
of the Atlanta Municipal Court, said 
even television talk shows have help- 
ed to bring more light to the problem 
of sexual assault and domestic vio- 
lence. 

In addition, law enforcement agen- 
cies and organizations like the Amer- 
ican Medical Association are making 
concerted efforts to identify issues 
associated with sexual assault and 
family violence. 

The American Medical Associa- 
tion has issued guidelines to U.S. 
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Judge Clinton Deveciuxof the Atlanta 
Municipal Court said female judges and 
lawyers help focus the law on sexual abuse. 

physicians for identifying and treat- 
ing victims of sexual assault and vio- 
lence. 

The guidelines are called Strate- 
gies for the Treatment and Preven- 
tion of Sexual Assault and Diagnos- 
tic and Treatment Guidelines for the 
Mental Health Effects of Family Vio- 
lence. They were developed by two 
AMA commissioned panels of experts 
representing a broad spectrum of 
medical specialties. 

It's important for physicians to be 
aware of how to deal with victims of 
these kinds of crimes because most 
people trust their doctors. Surveys 
have shown that more than 87 per- 
cent of Americans would choose to 
speak to their personal physician 
about an assault rather than anyone 
else. 

"Physicians have been individuals 
who have earned a certain degree of 
trust over time " Dr. Bristow told Jet. 



He added that not only victims but 
abusers may be more comfortable talk- 
ing with a physician about sexual 
assault and domestic violence. 

Once physicians have read and 
begin to use the suggestions in the 
guides, Dr. Bristow said he hopes it 
leads more victims of sexual assault 
and family violence to come forward. 
The guidelines, he said, will help doc- 
tors to open up about the subject and 
begin to routinely ask questions of 
their patients, especially new ones, 
that may help identify victims of 
assault and help them get appropri- 
ate treatment for all damage caused 
by the assault, physical and psycho- 
logical. 

Major Price said many of the prob- 
lems associated with young people 
begin with violence in the home such 
as youth runaways, youths becoming 
members of gangs and skipping school. 

"Dysfunctional families create all 
of these problems," she said. "Gangs 
are formed because children are look- 
ing for families." 

Judge Deveaux, who has handled 
domestic and family violence cases 
exclusively since May of 1994, told 
Jet the laws regarding sexual assault 
are better and stronger and many 
changes have been made within the 
judicial system involving sexual as- 
sault. Among them is the presence of 
more women in the courtroom as 
prosecutors and judges. 

Women judges, he said, also help 
male judges see how women may 
have been treated unfairly in the 
past.

Shakur's 
half-brother then fired the gun 
above the heads of the crowd after he 
was attacked, said Dennis Cunning- 
ham, Shakur's lawyer. 

No criminal charges have been 
filed. 

Meanwhile, in an unrelated case, 
Shakur recently was released from 
jail on a $1.4 million bail pending an 
appeal on a sexual abuse charge.
